Pugh said Miers made a mo- 
tion as if to draw something from his 
hip pocket and Push leveled his re- 
volver and fired. The bullet wont 
through Miers heart and he fell face 
down on the floor of 
the veranda. 


Pugh coolly walked into the house and 
waited for the arrival of the police.

Organized labor has 


taken up the fight and henceforth the 
battle for the "poor man's butter" will 
go forward with lively aggressiveness 
and militant spirit. Union labor will 
undertake to form an organization to 
flght the trust in an attempt to enable 
worklngmen to buy the necessities of 
life without paying tribute. Pittsburg 
is in the front of this movement, and 
within the next few weeks an organ- 
ization will be formed, the first in the 
country. Local labor leaders are pre- 
paring plans, national in character, 
and every effort will be marie to have 
Jt spread from coast to coast. 


Among the things which will occu- 


py the attention of this organization 
will be amendments or repeal of the 
oleo laws, enacted under the plea of 
"protecting the farmer," but which 
have been perfected in order to per- 
mit "the trust" to work its will. The 
maker of "poor man's 'butter," com- 
monly "known as butterine, or oleo, is 
at a disadvantage. 
The various taxes

The following account of President 


McKiuley's resort to the throne of 
grace for direction is taken from a 
statement which he made to a com- 
pany of ministers, a committee from 
a religious gathering In Washington 
who called upon him Ndvember 21, 
1899. 
After their interview, as they 


rose to go, tho president detained 
them for a moment to say, as reported 
in the Christian Advocate: 


"Before you go I should like to say 


a word about the Philippine business. 
When I realized that the Philippines 
had dropped into our lap, I confess 
that I did not know what to do with 
them. 1 sought counsel from all sides 
—democrats as well as republicans— 
but got little help. I thought at first 
we would take Manila, then the whole 
island of Luzon, then other islands, 
perhaps, also. I walked night after 
nightv until midnight, and I am not 
ashamed to tell you, gentlemen, that 
I went down on my knees and prayed 
Almighty God for guidance more than 
one night. 


"And 
one night, late, it came to me 


—I don't know how it was, but it 
came: 
1. That we could not give 


them back to Spain—that would be 
cowardly and dishonorable; 2. That 
we could not ,tnrn them over to 
France or Germany—that would be 
bad business and discreditable. 
3. 


That we could not leave them to 
themselves—they were unfit for self- 
government and would soon have an- 
archy and misrule worse than Spain's 
was; and, 4. There was nothing to 
do but take them all, and to educate 
tho Pilippiuos, and uplift and civilize 
and Christianize them, and by God's 
grace to do the very best we could 
for them as our fellow-men for whom 
also. Christ died. And then I went to 
bed and went to- sleep, and slept 
soundly, and the next morning I sent 
for the chief engineer of the war de- 
partment, our map-maker, and told 
him to put the Philippines on the 
map of the United States," pointing 
to a large map on the wall of his 
office; "and there they are, and there
